Origin of Tumblers 

The. glasses we now know as 
tumblers differ widely from ‘the 
drinking vessel to which the name 
was first applied. These appear to 
have been of metal or wood, and from 
their peculiar shape seem to” have 
served as perpetual reminders to pass 
the bottle. One authority says they 
were called “tumblers” because they 
could not be set down, except on the 
side when empty; and another de- 
rives their name from their original 
shape, rounded at the bottom, so that 
they tumbled over unless they were 
carefully set down. Tumblers were 
probably introduced into England 
from Germany, for goblets of wood, 
rougded at the base, so that they 
readily tumble -over, are still made 
in that country.

' One of the world’s greatest sieges 
was that of Sebastopol, which occurred 


fn 1854-5. The fall of the fortress 
marked the end of the Crimean war, 
in which the English, the French and 
the Turks on one side were pitted 
against the Russiuns on the other. 

It was the failure of a bluff on 
the part of the British ambassador 
at St. Petersburg that caused thou- 
sands of men to kill euch other and 
leave a multitude of widows and or- 
phans to mourn for them. No better 
prgument for a world’s peace parlia- 
ment can be derived from any event of 
the nineteenth century than this diplo- 
matic blunder. 

After a good -deal of fighting the 
Russians shut themselves up in the 
stronghold of Sebastopol to resist the 
further progress of the allies and stood 
one of the longest sieges in history, 
extending over a period of. eleven 
months. i 

The ‘allies approached the fortress by 
that military process which is as old 
a@s* wat—a system of zigzag trenches.

Whey called the gun Old Nicholas. If 
it had belonged to the English the 
game Old Nick would have meant 
more than it did iv Russian. 

Tbe gunner whu served Old Nicholas 
corresponded in size tu bis piece. As the 
gun was one of the biggest iv the Rus- 
elan service, sv was Ivan Ydsnoveky, 
the gunner who served it, one of the 
biggest men iv the army. He was six 
feet four inches high and massive in 
proportion.

But, singularly 
enough, this was considered not to be 
the only reason why Alexis could not 
be taken away from bis post. 

One day when the general was not 
pear an officer carried Alexis away to 
another part of the Malnkoff and fore- 
ed him to pick off some Turks who 
had silenced a gun by killing every 
gunner who attempted to serve it.

Then he bent down and, put- 
ting bis arms about his friend, moaned 
in agony. 

There was no trouble after that in 
getting Alexis to go to any point where 
his services were required. He had 
but one object—to kill as many as pos- 
sible of those who had killed Ivan. 
Whatever they were, English, Frenck 
or Turks, made no difference to bim. 
He slew them wherever he could catch 
sight of them. And after Ivan’s death 
he begun to keep count of the number 
he killed. Every time he sent a bullet 
into a vital part of an enemy be would 
put his hat on the end of his rifle, bold 
it up above the works und get a hole 
in it. 

The siege went on, the allies con- 
stantly working nearer. The nearer 
they came the more of them fell under 
Alexis’ bullets, for, being nearer, they 
were more easily distinguished. They 
were preparing for the final scene in 
the struggle, the storming of the Mala- 
koff, and were too intent upon their 
work to take much care of their per- 
sons.

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS. 


How the Interest Even on Small Suma 
Swells the Accounts. 2 
A savings bank in Evanston has ad- 
vertised that it will place $1 to the 
credit of every baby born in that city, | 
and it advises the parents of the chil-' 
dren to depusit on each birthday of ' 
the child as many dollars as the young- | 
ster is years old, then to let the money 
remuin in the bank, drawing interest, 
until the child reaches twenty-one. 
if parents did that the total sum de- 
posited to the credit of the child upon | 
its twenty-first birthday, including $21 
for that birthday, would be $231, or an 
average of $11 a year. But the bank 
account on that twenty-tirst birthday 
would show a much larger sum— 
$281 59, in fact, computed at the sav- 
ings bank rate of interest, 3 per cent. 
That is, the sum of $53.59 will have 
been paid in interest, compounded. 
The amount which would accrue at 
siinple interest would be $46.20, or 
more than twice the amount deposited 
on the twenty-first yeur, while the ac- 
tual interest received would be two 
and a half times the last depusit. 
Besides, the interest on interest—that 
is, the excess produced by eormianinds| 
ing--would amount tv $7.39, or more 
than one-third of the final and largest 
deposit, and would be abuut 60 per 
cent of the average yeurly deposit of 
$11. Thus is well shuwn how money 
breeds’ from itself, and there is little 
doubt that parents uble to make such 
deposits would afford to their children 
a remarkable illustration of the value 
of tiMift and its intiuence in life, be- 
sides giving each youngster a substan- 
tial sum with little bardship to the de- 
positor,—Chicago luter Ocean. 


BLOWING HOT AND COLD. 


A Machine That Makes Ice and Heat 
at the Same Time. 

A machine thdt makes beat at one 
end and cold at the other, so that it 
can be used for heating a house and 
making ice at the same time—to blow 
hot and cold, like the man in Aesop's 
fables -bas now been perfected and is 
coming into practical use abroad. All 
it needs to do its work is power of 
some kind. It will take electricity, for 
instance, for its power and turn the 
electricity Into beat and cold. 

it is really a refrigerating machine 
that turns out beat as a byproduct. 
Every icemaking machine makes a 
great deal of heat, which is wasted 
almost completely. In fact, the more 
completely the beat is wasted from an 
ordinary icemaking machine the more 
ice it will make. 

The new dvuble action machine 
takes out of the icemaking part every 
bit of beat it possibly can, and then 
this heat, in the form of hot water, is 
Sent ruund the building as a bot water 
beating system. Every part of the 
machine juggles the beat and the cold 
round sv that they may be used to the 
best advantage. : 

For instance, in the icemaking part 
a certain amount of cold is delivered 
to the freezing appuratus and a certain 
amount of cold is used up ip the works 
for “precooling.” and the machine deliv- 
ers the most inteuse cold to the freez- 
ing apparatus and tbriftily uses the 
milder degree of cold for precooling 
purposes.—Saturduy Kvening Post.

The houses are modern, 
but not notable architecturally. 
Those of the wealthier people are 
mansions and have fine grounds, 
though many of the aristocratic fami- 
lies spend most of their time at San- 
tiago or at summer villas farther 
south, 

Everything in Valparaiso is dis- 
tinctly a part of the twentieth cen- 
tury restless business world. The 
traveler finds as many comforts 
though far less of luxury than at 
Buenos Aires, which lies 1,200 miles 
away at the opposite end of the great 
Transandine Railroad. —

Fighting Fires With Chemicals. 

That chemicals wil' entirely take 
the place of water within the next 
five years as a means of fighting fire 
was the prophecy made at a recent 
convention of fire-fighters. In the 
large cities most of the small fires are 
now put out with chemicals, and it is 
not a big step from this to the use of 
guns for shooting powdered chemicals 
or chemical bombs into buildings for 
putting out big blazes. As an argu- 
ment against the use of water, a case 
was referred to where in a small fire 
the fire Joss was $5,000, while the 
loss due to the water poured on the 
flames amounted to .no less than 
$20,000. 


Bird Structure. 


Birds belong to the vertebrates, 
or backboned animals. They are 
distinguished from the rest of the 
vertebrates by the graceful outlines 
of their bodies, by their clothing of 
feathers, toothless jaws and the fore 
limbs, or wings, being adapted to 
flying. Nature has made many won- 
derful provisions in the bird, especi- 
ally in the formation and arrange- 
ment of the bones, These are com- 
pact and in many cases hollow, thus 
combining lightness with strength 
The first bone of the backbone is se 
freely jointed to the skull that birds 
can turn their heads around and look 
directly back.

Smallpox appeared to have been 
first described by Rhazes, an Arabian 
physician living about 900 A. D. It 
was introduced into southern Europe 
in the time of the crusades and slow- 
ly spread into the more northern re- 
gions. In 1517 it was carried from 
Spain to Santo Domingo and thence 
to Mexico, where it is said to have 
swept off 3,500,000 of the natives. 
It spread rapidly all over the new 
world and whole villages, and even 
tribes of Indians were carried off by 
it.

‘Cost Still Goes Up. 


The Dominion Department of Lab- 
or’s index number of wholesale prices 
rose slightly in March, standing at 
136.7, as compared with 136.1 in 
February and 136.0 in March, 1913. 
The more important increase occur- 
red in grains and fodder, animals and 
meats, especially in poultry, canned 
salmon, apples, beans, potatoes, oat- 
meal, flour, beef hides and muskrat 
skins. Important decreases occurred 
in eggs, jute, brass «nd lead, and in 
some grades of pine. In retail prices 
beef, veal, bacon, flour, beans, prunes 
and potatoes were upward, while 
there was a general decline in eggs, 
and butter showed a downward ten- 
dency.
